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Missouri Pries Off the Lid 


HE big time show circuit started with a bang at 
"T'seaatia, Missouri. Because of lowered premiums and 

other circumstances, only a small show had been ex- 
pected and one judge, J. P. Eves, was engaged for all four 
dairy breeds and given two days to do the judging. 
Imagine the surprise when the breeders of the country 
flocked to the Missouri State Fair with 92 Holsteins and 
even more Jerseys and Guernseys. The quality of the Hol- 
stein show was never higher with nine exhibitors from six 
states. In practically every class, the quality extended all 
the way down the line. 

Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, had somewhat the 
best of the argument, getting all the bull championships 
and taking eight firsts and six seconds, with six other 
placings. Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., was in the fight 
all the way, getting junior championship on a King Bessie 
daughter and with four firsts, seven seconds and three 
other prizes. C. E. Griffith, Big Cabin, Okla., carried off 
senior and grand champion female honors with Miss 
Lassie Ormsby and had two firsts, a second, four thirds and 
seven other prizes. Fredmar Farms, St. Louis, Mo., upheld 
the banner of the home state, taking a first, a second, three 
thirds and six other prizes. Meyer Dairy Farm, Basehor, 
Kansas and Red Rose Farms Dairy, Northville, Mich., were 
consistently in the money in this hot competition and 
Illinois State College, Jacksonville, Ill., got in fourth place 
with their son of King Bessie. 


The aged bull class brought together about as many 
famous animals as have ever appeared in any ring at one 
time, the nine entries including four former All-Americans 
and another that has been Reserve. Man-O-War 30th, 
again heading the Maytag string, and undefeated in class 
since his two-year-old days, beat out his old rival, Mount 
Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, with Man-O-War 62d in third 
place. The Illinois State College son of King Bessie was 
fourth over Sir Hengerveld Persistency and Mount Riga 
Sir Hazel crowded the Elmwood three-year-old, Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hazelwood, out of the money. Both the two top 
animals were showing rather thinner in flesh than in past 
years, the Griffith bull appearing a bit smoother on top 
than Man-O-War 30th, who was, however, slightly superior 
in dairy appearance and breed character. Man-O-War 62d 
has made tremendous improvement since his two-year-old 
form last with great style but needing just a little more 
width at the tail. 

In the two-year-old class Man-O-War Sir Lassie beat out 
Fredmar’s son of Triune Supreme having more stretch and 
greater width throughout, although not quite as good on 
topline and rump as the Fredmar entry. Maytag and Elm- 
wood had a close fight in the senior yearling class, Maytag 
winning with the Posch-Prince calf that did so well last 
year and who has grown out into a real yearling, just a bit 
heavy in the shoulder. The little, short age King Bessie 
Ormsby Vesta, a consistent second place winner last year 
in competition with older and larger calves, was still too 
small and compact to get quite ‘to the top, in spite of his 
smoothness. The King Bessie junior yearling won out over 
another Posch-Prince bull, with Red Rose third. Griffith 
picked up a blue in the calf class on a Hazel bull with 
plenty of style and class, and rather smoother than Elm- 
wood’s Pride calf in second place, as well stronger in the 
heart and middle. The Maytag senior yearling, Sir Posch 
Ormsby Inka, got the call for junior champion. 


The 16 aged cows made up another interesting and dif- 
ficult class, of varying types and stages of lactation. They 
finally lined up with the old veterans campaigner, Miss 
Lassie Ormsby in first place for Griffith. Recently fresh, 
she was rather thin in flesh, but at nearly ten years old a 
great dairy cow still. In second place was Maytag’s great 
record “Esther” daughter of Man-O-War, showing dry, In 
heavy flesh about a month from calving. Fredmar had a 
short-age four-year-old daughter of Fredmar Korndyke Lad 
in third place over Elmwood’s Nywood Fobes Lass. The 
twice All-American Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, showing 
dry, went down to fifth place with a well built Red Rose 
cow sixth. It was a most unusual class and many of these 
decisions may likely be reversed at later shows. 

Maytag won both the two-year-old and three-year-old 
classes with the two maternal sisters that they purchased 
in the Mount Riga Sale last winter, with Elmwood second 
and Griffith third in both classes. Incidentally, the two- 


year-old gave Miss Lassie Ormsby quite a battle for the 
championship. 


Bessie Ormsby Iva, a daughter of King Bessie, brought 
Elmwood a blue in the senior yearling class with Maytag 
second and Meyer third. The winner went through to jun- 
ior championship. The winner was a straight topped, 
square built heifer, with great strength of heart and 
middle, but might be faulted for too heavy fleshing. Fred- 
mar beat out Elmwood in a close decision in the junior 
yearling class, with Meyer taking third over Maytag. Elm- 
wood won the calf class, with Maytag second and fourth 
and Fredmar third. 


The Groups 

Once more the Man-O-War Get proved a bit too strong 
for the King Bessies. A group consisting of the first and 
third prize aged bulls and the second and fifth prize aged 
cows is hard to beat in any competition. The Elmwood 
group were all first or second prize winners but the greater 
maturity of the Man-O-War lineup was the deciding factor 
as it wag last year at Waterloo. Red Rose had second on 
the Get of Pabst Persistency, with Fredmar fourth on the 
Get of Fredmar Korndyke Lad. Four other good groups 
were outside the money. 


Maytag had both first and second on Produce, first going 
to a new combination of the Produce of Mankato Lassie 
Ormsby, showing their first prize two-year-old bull with 
Empire Lassie Ormsby Maid, and second to the first prize 
two-year-old and three-year-old heifers. Elmwood had third 
on the Vesta Produce and Griffith fourth with a pair out 
of Grahamholm Hazel Colantha. 


Maytag’s Dairy Herd could not be denied, Elmwood 
taking second, and the Elmwood Young Herd was out- 
standing as it always is.

lost as breeders, through one cause or another. Then, 
in 1925, a young bull was purchased. This was Iowana 
Ona Ollie. He was just a youngster, having been calved 
the previous year, but he had been very popular as a 
calf in the show ring in 1925 and while his mother had 
not yet made her greatest record, the prospects were 
clear enough to warrant the purchase. The achieve- 
ments of this bull and his offspring during the ensuing 
years fully justify the vision and wisdom of those who 
made the purchase.

Iowana Ona Ollie may be considered as the founda- 
tion sire of the present great herd at Mt. Pleasant. He 
is a double grandson of Meadow Holm Ona Hartog King, 
former Ilowana Farms herd sire, a son of old Ona Clo- 
thilde De Kol. This bull was one of the greatest sires 
of production ever owned at lowana. He traces on both 
sides to Sir Johanna Fayne, sire of 95 A. R. daughters, 
and also goes back to his sire’s side to Star Watson, 
foundation cow of one of the great families of the 
breed. His dam, Iowana De Cola Ollie 3d, has a good 
string of records up to 908.8 lbs. fat from 26,326 Ibs. 
milk in Class B. 

In his younger days he was a successful prize win- 
ner at leading fairs and Waterloo, but as he developed 
into a herd sire he left to his offspring the the job of 
carrying on in the show ring while he devoted his full 
attention to the siring of outstanding sons and daugh- 
ters. When he came to Mt. Pleasant there were quite 
a number of cows in the herd with creditable records, 
six of them having above 800 lbs. fat in the year, so 
he had quite a job to increase production of daughters 
over dams, yet he was able to stand first in the Proven 
Sire Index Contest, conducted by Iowa State College 
among the proven sires of the state. 

To date he has just a dozen daughters whose A. R. 
S. O. records have been officially reported, and the 
twelve average 633.1 lbs. fat, all except one being under 
four years old and eight of the twelve as two-year-olds. 
His first daughter to exceed 800 lbs. fat is Mt. Pleasant 
Iowana Ona Prilly, with a three-year-old record of 859.7

NNOUNCEMENT has just come from the Advanced 
A Registry office that Redfield Segis Johanna 7th 
1206269 has just finished a record as a junior 
four-year-old of 924.3 lbs. fat from 22,122.4 lbs. milk, 


with an average test of 4.2%, who thus becomes the 
highest record daughter of her sire, Sir Pietertje 
Laura Piebe 354232 as well as the highest record 
daughter of her dam, Redfield Segis Johanna 
735950. With this record we have a new high 
mark for dam and daughter either or both in heifer 
form—in this case it is both—and the third high dam- 


daughter group of all time regardless of age, with an 
average of 1,053.6 lbs. fat. This average is exceeded 
only by Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d and Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, with an average of 1,115.5 lbs. fat and by Kolrain 
Finderne Bess and Bess Finderne Mooie Fayne with an 
average of 1,062 lbs. fat.

President Glover’s Program 


T the New England and New Jersey field days, re- 
A ported elsewhere in this issue, and at other similar 

gatherings which he is attending this summer, Presi- 
dent Glover of our National Association is sounding the 
keynote of his proposed program for the Association and 
the industry, which, boiled down to the fewest possible 
words, is mass testing and sire proving. At these public 
meetings, and even more strongly at the conferences with 
key breeders he is holding in various sections, Mr. Glover 
is frank to state his firm belief that the breed has about 
reached the limit of its possible progress under the 
system of ‘testing only our best cows during their best lac- 
tations and the most favorable conditions, and attempting 
to build the breed on the basis of such records. He would 
have the major objective of our extension forces, both na- 
tional and state, be the selling of this idea to the Holstein 
breeders of the country—H. I. R. (herd test) records on 
every member of the herd, year after year for life, and 
under normal dairy herd conditions, preferably two-time 
milking. 


No thinking breeder will disagree as to the importance 
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of more production records as a basis of further herd and 
breed improvement, but we think the enduring results 
from any high-pressure selling campaign would prove to 
be disappointing. Every breeder who goes into a testing 
program should do it with a thorough conviction as to the 
wisdom of the course, rather than as to the result of being 
talked into it by some persuasive salesman. This angle 
was brought out by a number of speakers at the New 
England conference, who pointed out that while such a 
campaign might succeed in enrolling a large number of 
herds the first year, the big job would be ‘to keep them in 
line the succeeding years. Even the most enthusiastic ad- 
vocates of the herd test admit that a single year of it is of 
limited value, yet the figures show that less than 20 per 
cent of the herds that started in H. I. R. four years ago 
have kept it up continuously since then. 

The fact that in our whole great industry we now have 
only about two hundred herds enrolled in this test, while 
pure bred herds in C T A work run up to many thousands, 
should cause us to stop and do a little serious thinking. 
in this connection Prof. Perry’s letter in the Round Table 
of this issue will be of interest. His suggestion is that 
C T A rules be modified to such an extent as may be neces- 
sary to permit the acceptance in the Herd Test of these 
association records, thus giving the owner the advantages 
inherent in each of the two systems. This, it seems to 
us is the most promising avenue for increasing substan- 
tially the enrollment in our herd test. 

Frankly, we would be sorry to see a corps of fieldmen 
turned loose to promote this work as a major extension 
project, because we would fear that in their enthusiastic 
effort to make a showing, they would tear down more 
through discrediting the regular A. R. work, which has 
been the foundation of our progress to date, than they 
would build up through increased herd test enrollment. 


Regardless of the modern genetic theories, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian industry, in our opinion, is not yet ready to 
scrap all the A. R. work it has done in the past, and con- 
fine its future efforts entirely to the herd test. Perhaps 
these new theories will afford such striking proof of their 
soundness that eventually such a program would be 
accepted, but to report the present situation truthfully, we 
must say that some of our breeders, and they represent 
no unthinking or reactionary element either but include 
names that would be recognized as real leaders of thought 
in our Association, feel that we have already gone too 
far in our efforts to discourage A. R. testing in favor of 
the herd test. 


President Glover is undoubtedly doing a valuable piece 
of educational work in carrying his messages on the im- 
portance of better breeding methods to the breeders of the 
country in the frequent addresses he is making. Doubtless 
he would like to see a definite program in line with his 
convictions adopted as a monument to his administration. 
We believe that monument will be more enduring if more 
time and attention be given to the foundation, rather than 
attempting to complete the whole construction in a day. 


New York’s Late Milk Strike 


N our last issue we made brief reference to some of 
i the events in connection with the milk strike in New 

York State. The peak of the demonstration proved 
to have been already just passed when our previous re- 
port was written. Strike activity quickly waned, dis- 
sention became apparent among the strike leaders and 
the movement collapsed at the end of the second week, 
the Woodhead followers definitely conceding the end of 
the strike, the Piseck Brothers faction admiting only a 
week’s truce. 

Governor Lehman wisely demanded unconditional 
surrender before permitting negotiations with the 
strikers, and now that this has occurred, hearings on 
the whole situation will be held at once, all parties at 
interest being represented. Doubtless higher prices to 
the producer will be one result, not because of the strike 
but in spite of it. In fact, but for the strike, we are 
reliably informed, a further increase would have been 
forthcoming before this. 

We want to commend Commissioner Baldwin and 
the other members of the State Milk Board for stand- 
ing by their guns and refusing to surrender to mob 
violence, even though the Governor did make it rather 
embarrassing for a time by his request for a legislative 
investigation of the Milk Board. This the Assembly, 


controlled by up-state Republicans, refused to author- 




















ize. An investigation of the origin of the strike would 
have been much more in order, and we hope this may 
yet be forthcoming. There were altogether too many 
strangers to the dairy field among the rioters. They 
were not in it for any other reason than that they were 
paid for it. The facts as to who did the paying would 
be highly interesting, perhaps. 


A Program for County Clubs 

NE of the reasons that so many county breeders 
O clubs fall into a state of decay after the first en- 

thusiasm of organizing wears off is from a lack of 
a definite program that will keep it busy. Ernest Clark, 
Director of the Extension Service, in his current news 
letter, makes a bold suggestion for a county club pro- 
gram that if generally adopted would have most far- 
reaching effects in breed improvement. We append his 
statement and outline herewith: 

“What would it mean to your County Holstein Club 
if you could say that each member’s herd was under 
State or Federal control of Bang’s disease, that every 
cow had a record, and every every animal had been 
classified for type? No question but what you would 
have little difficulty in selling surplus breeding stock. Buy- 
ers would be beating a path to your door. Then why not 
make the following proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws of your county club? 

“Any person of good character residing within the 
territory of this organization shall be eligible to mem- 
bership when: 

First: His herd is under Federal or State super- 
vision for the control of tuberculosis and Bang’s disease. 

Second: Upon joining this organization a member 
agrees to test every cow in his herd for production 
within five years from date of joining, such records to 
be made in the Herd Improvement Registry or Advanced 
Registry Divisions of the Advanced Registry Department 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America. Any 
female which fails to produce 300 pounds of butterfat 
as a two-year-old, or 333 pounds as a three-year-old, 
or 366 pounds as a four-year-old, or 400 pounds as a 
five-year-old or older shall be sold for slaughter, or its 
registration paper cancelled; except 

““A. When some physical mishap may be responsible 
for a cow to fail to meet the above requirements she 
may be retained for testing in her next lactation. 

“Third: Each member agrees to have his herd in- 
spected and classified under the rules of the Advanced 
Registry Department of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America within five years from date of joining 
the organization.”’ 

Isn’t such a program as this worth discussing at your 
next meeting? Or, better yet, isn’t it worth while call- 
ing a special meeting of your club for the particular 
purpose of discussing the possibilities of such a pro- 
gram? 


New Canadian Judging Manual 

HE Extension Department of the Holstein-Friesian 
"Tassociation of Canada has recently issued an inter- 

esting and instructive Judging Manual. It carries 
the official score card and scale of points for the breed 
as adopted by the Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 
ada, and then presents an elaboration of the score card, 
profusely illustrated with pictures, which makes up one 


of the clearest expositions of this detail we have yet 
seen. This feature of the book is made up of actual 
photographs and we are pleased to note R. B. Faith, 


director of Extension for the Canadian Association, ap- 
pearing in the role of demonstrator with some very fine 
specimens of Canadian Holstein aristocracy. A bit of 


historical information and some facts on the breed are 
also included.

OR our cover illustration this week we have selected 
F that well known proven sire, Ormsby Perfection 

349278, senior herd sire at Forsgate Farms, James- 
burg, N. J. This sire was twelve years old on February 
7 and when last we saw him, late in 1932, he was active 
and vigorous, although blind. In the herd are some 85 
daughters of this bull. In the string then on test were 
three of his daughters that had milked over 100 lbs. in 
their Class B work, so that the next few months should 
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see some further important additions to his list. Thus 
far reported are 35 daughters with yearly records, 27 
of these ranging from 500 to 744 lbs. fat. Nineteen 
of the number made their records in Class B, and only 
ten were tested in mature form. Most famous pro- 
ducers among his daughters is Forsgate Ormsby Model 
Pride, with a record as a junior 2-year-old of 744.7 lbs. 
fat, 24,416 lbs. milk, the milk record ranking first in 
the honor list for the year when made. 

Ormsby Perfection was bred by Winterthur Farms 
and spent his early years of service in the herd of Dr. 
G. F. Warren of Ithaca, recently much in the public eye 
through his studies of gold and its effect upon prices. 
Dr. Warren is now in Washington making some special 
studies along this line at the request of President Roose- 
velt. Some years ago Forsgate purchased this bull and 
all of his daughters from Dr. Warren, and here his big- 
gest years of service have been spent. He is a son of 
King of the Ormsbys, famous Gold Medal Century Sire, 
and out of Haidee Fannie Pietertje, a daughter of Sir 


Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, himself. Her record is 
772.12 lbs. fat, 22,276.2 lbs. milk. Ormsby Perfection 


thus carries fifty per cent of the blood of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes, being probably the only animal living 
today of which that statement can be made. With the 
large number of daughters at Forsgate still to be de- 
veloped, it is evident that much history remains to be 
written for Ormsby Perfection.

NORTON ANSWERS “FOUR-TIMER” 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have read with considerable interest the letter in 
the Round Table in the August 12 issue under the head- 
ing ““‘Why the Change” and signed ‘‘A Four-Timer.”’ 

Evidently your correspondent is misinformed or else 
he misunderstood the date when the change in the 
Herd Test rules becomes effective. Notice of this change 
was sent out to all herds in the Herd Test in the June 
issue of the Herd Test News Letter from which I quote 
as follows: ‘‘The recommendation made by the Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry to bar four-time milk- 
ing in the Herd Test was approved by the Board of 
Directors and will become effective with herds starting 
now on test or starting before November list to include 
in test November 1, 1933, or later. This allows herds 
cows milked four times daily. This will give all herds 
reported in Volume 6 of the Red Book the same privi- 
leges as to number of daily milkings. Herds started 
after November list will be limited to two or three milk- 
ings daily in the Herd Test, but the owner may test one 
or more cows for Advanced Registry in Classification 
A if he wishes and they will be eliminated from the herd 
average and will not be reported in the Red Book. This 
the only change in Herd Test rules and becomes 
effective with herds starting November lst or thereafter. 
From this notice you will see that all herds on test at 
the time of the Annual Meeting or started on test in 
the subsequent months up to and including October 1, 
1933, will have the privilege of milking as many cows 
as they wish four times daily throughout the Herd Test 
year; in other words, we not only allow the herds on 
test at the time when the change was authorized to com- 
plete their year’s work on four times a day if they wish 
but herds starting on test for the first time or starting 
a new Herd Test year with June, July, August, Septem- 
ber or October of this year have the privilege of milk- 
ing any or all of their cows four times daily throughout 
the Herd Test year if they wish and receive credit for 
them in the herd average. 

It is not the intention of our Board of Directors to 
make any drastic changes in the rules regarding test- 
ing without giving considerable advance notice and I 
am sure that your correspondent with this explanation 
will agree that due and timely notice was given in this 
case as herds finishing their Herd Test year on or before 
September 30, 1934, will be allowed full credit in the 
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herd average for cows milked four times daily just as 
in the past. Herds starting on test November 1, 1933, 
or later so that their herd average will be reported in 
Volume 7 of the Red Book will be limited to three milk- 
ings daily for cows included in the herd average.

NEED FOR HERD TESTING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

One of the foremost needs of the pure bred dairy 
industry today is the securing of records that can be 
permanently recorded on all milking females.  Identi- 
fication of the cows and printed production are essen- 
tial in revealing outstanding families that breed true 
for desired characteristics. The latest facts in genetics 
plainly show that the production of one or a few cows 
in a family means very little as a guide in herd build- 
ing. From the standpoint of the good of each breed 
and of the pure bred business in general, the identify- 
ing and mass testing of the registered cows and the 
recording of their yields in a permanent fashion should 
receive most active support by all interested agencies. 

The Herd Test rules provide that low records can be 

omitted in securing the yearly herd average if the reg- 
istration papers are cancelled before the end of the 
11th month of testing. This in part serves as a kind 
of selective registration which is needed to raise the 
production level of all pure breds and make them more 
distinctive. The Herd Book which is published each 
year by the various breed associations and which con- 
tains all herd test records made during the year is a 
veritable gold mine of information on all individual 
cows, herds, herd sires and families. 
“A real start will not have been made in this mass 
testing program until the vast majority of all pure bred 
cows now testing in Herd Improvement Associations 
receive the Official Herd Tests. The Herd Improvement 
or Cow Testing Associations are now serving a very 
useful purpose to individual dairymen but the records 
secured on pure breds in this way are not readily avail- 
able to breeders, pedigree companies and others who 
want information on the latest performance of sires 
and individual cows. I hope every owner of registered 
dairy cattle in such associations will soon see the wisdom 
of this step. A beginning has already been made in 
a few states but as yet the percentage of all available 
cows on Herd Test is woefully small. The cost should 
be kept to the point where it is very little more than 
the regular association test. Owners can still remain 
as members of the association and the regular tester can 
do the work with the exception of one or two surprise 
or check tests which may be required. 


I am not in favor of weakening the present Herd 
Test rules. A few minor changes might be made in 
them to advantage; but the Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciation records could doubtless be strengthened so that 
they would be acceptable to the breed associations. 
Nearly 40% of all association cows are pure bred. Some 
strengthening of the regulations would be justified in 
the interest of this large representation which now 
totals close to 100,000 head throughout the country. 
At present the difference in rules in governing both 
kinds of tests is slight. I believe the correction of this 
condition would mean the difference between lukewarm- 
ness toward the test and enthusiasm for it by owners, 
local breeders’ clubs, and dairy extension men. 


For 25 years the merits of Herd Improvement Asso- 
ciations have been repeatedly emphasized. The mem- 
‘bers value highly the herd record book with its pro- 
duction and feed record and other information. Most 
of the farmer breeders want this type of service con- 
tinued. At the same time the authenticating of the rec- 
ords by proper and sensible supervision and the for- 
warding of them to the national breed association head- 
quarters would certainly be of great benefit to all breeds 
concerned. 


At the meeting of the Extension Section of the Dairy 
Science Association held at Urbana, Ill., on June 20, 
the Testing Committee report urged that the Herd Test 
be made an active project by the Dairy Extension men. 
It fits in well with the Herd Improvement Associations 
and with the proved sire projects and is certain to have 
the support of the supervisors of official testing of the 
various states.

Concerning the new champion, Prof. 
E. S. Savage of Cornell writes: 
“Since the day of her birth, Sept. 
21, 1929, Pride has been working for 
Cornell University. From birth to six 
months of age she served with a 
group of her half sisters in a_ calf 
feeding experiment, making an av- 
erage daily gain of 1.66 pounds, and 
consuming during this time 222 
pounds of whole milk, 150 pounds of 
dried skim milk powder, 225 pounds 
of fitting ration and 716 pounds’ of 
mixed clover hay, at a total feed cost 
of approximately $15.00 for her first 
six months. During her first sum- 
mer she was allowed a vacation on 
pasture but this was not too pleasant 
as the season was unfavorable and 
the pasture grass rather poor. On 
November 1, 1930, when she was just 
turned one-year-old, she was again 
drafted, along with her half sisters, 
to study and answer the question—is 
corn silage essential in the winter 
ration of vearling dairy heifers. In 
the spring of 1931 she was granted an- 
other vacation, and this time found 
things more’ favorable. returning to 
the University barns in the fall show- 
ing promise of developing into a mag- 
nificent dairy cow. During the next 
few months her principal job was to 
exhibit herself to the students in Ani- 
mal Husbandry at Cornell to demon- 
strate the ideal type for her breed. 
“By September 1, 1932, Pride had 
made such a large udder that it be- 
came necessary to milk her before 
she calved. She actually milked 50 


Ibs. a day before calving, and it is 
interesting to note that several of her 
sisters have done — the same.

World readers will be interested to note that Holsteins 
rank first, third, fifth and sixth on the above list and that 
more than half of the sixteen highest lifetime producers 
are Holsteins. All made their records in the United States 
except the first one on the list, Springbank Snow Countess, 
who is of course a Canadian Holstein, and the ninth on the 
list, Wagga Gladys, an Australian Jersey. It is also 
interesting to note that of the nine Holsteins on the above 
list, four were bred and developed at University of Ne 
braska, the other five coming from Canada and four differ- 
ent states, Michigan, Massachusetts, California and New 
Jersey. 


Getting back to Countess, who heads the list by such a 
tremendous margin, we are informed by Tom Dent tkat all 
of her eight records were made almost entirely on three 
times a day milking, although Canada has no special classi- 
fication for three-time work and so she does not have offi- 
cial recognition as a three-timer. She runs at pasture dur- 
ing pasture season and has always had the same care as 
the balance of the herd, except for the added comfort of 
a box stall. 

Springbank Snow Countess is a great breeding matron 
as well as a record-making machine. Her five daughters 
old enough to be tested have records averaging 687.2 lbs. 








fat from 19,067 lbs. milk, average test 3.6%, all in heifer 
form. Her only son old enough to be a proven sire is 
Springbank Snow Sylvius, whose entire list of 21 R. O. P. 
daughters average 496.5 lbs. fat from 13,743 lbs. milk, 
average test 3.61%, all except two of the records in the 
above average being in heifer form. 

She also has a two-year-old son, Springbank Aristocrat, 
that is getting some fine calves in the Dent herd; and a 
yearling daughter that shows great promise for the future. 
She is due again this fall by Montvic Rag Apple Pietje, a 
son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst from a 1,300-lb. (1,043 lbs. 
fat) daughter of the same sire, and although she will be 
close to fourteen years old at next freshening, she will no 
doubt be given an opportunity to further increase her lead 
as a lifetime producer over all competitors.

sire must be able to transmit type as well as produc- 
tion if he expects to hold his fame. A visit to the Mt. 
Pleasant herd, where there are now a large number of 
daughters of this sire, will prove his ability to transmit 
beauty. The uniformity of excellent type, the fine, well 
balanced udders and the soft, beautiful handling quality 
that predominate among his daughters, reflect great 
credit on this sire and have brought to his offspring 
many distinguished honors in the show ring. His 1931 
Get was one of the youngest groups to place in the hot 
competition at Waterloo. 

Perhaps his most sensational son is Mt. Pleasant 
King Ona Pietertje, All-American bull calf in 1931 and 
a successful two-year-old in 1932. As a calf he won 
the blue at the National, Waterloo and several state 
fairs. He is a son of Mt. Pleasant Violet Pietertje, her- 
self a show ring prize winner and with a record of 853.4 
lbs. fat from 26,339.1 lbs. milk and her sisters at Mt. 
Pleasant have records up to better than 1,000 Ibs. fat. 
This great young show bull has been mated with a 
selected group of his sisters by Iowana Ona Ollie, in the 
hope of intensifying the best characteristics of the 
family. 

As the herd at Mt. Pleasant became so largely com- 
posed of daughters of Iowana Ona Ollie, he was shifted 

















to another of Iowa’s great state institution herds, and 
was succeeded by his son, assisted by Homestead Pon- 
tiac Beets Sir Echo, a consistent prize winner at lead- 
ing shows of the East in 1931 as a senior yearling. He 
is a son of Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 7th out of a 
King Piebe of York daughter with 795 lbs. fat with 3.7% 
test, one of the greatest daughters of her distinguished 
sire. Another sire that has seen considerable service 
in the herd is King Bess Johanna Piebe, a son of King 
Piebe from a dam with 960 lbs. fat. 

In the early history of this herd, several sons of 
K. P. O. P. were used, chief among them being King 
Pietertje Fayne Ormsby, twice a blue ribbon winner at 
the National. This bull is sire of Mt. Pleasant Alcartra 
Ormsby, with 1,037.6 lbs. fat from 26,979.4 lbs. milk, 
average test 3.8%, who was bred at Mt. Pleasant but 
made her record in the herd of the Hospital and School 
at Woodward, Iowa, where Iowana Ona Ollie is now 
holding forth. Other great daughters of King Pietertje 
Fayne Ormsby, that sired many great producers at Mt. 
(853 lbs. fat) mentioned above as the sire of the All- 
American bull. He also has a son, King Korndyke 
Fayne Ormsby, that scired many great producers at Mt. 
Pleasant, up to 910 lbs. fat. Many of the daughters of 
Iowana Ona Ollie come of these lines of breeding. 

One of the outstanding foundation cows of the herd 
is Rhoda Johanna Pietertje, with a record of well over 
800 lbs. fat and in former years a grand champion at 
some of the best shows in the country. 

In all the work in connection with the building of 
the Mt. Pleasant herd, three fundamentals have been 
kept in mind. First production was demanded and the 
many large records that have been made in the herd 
prove that the founders of the herd succeeded not only 
in securing foundation cows that were great producers 
but in improving production generation after genera- 
tion. This was done by securing blood lines that had 
proved their capacity. Such blood lines were present 
in Iowana Ona Ollie. The second point was beauty that 
will hold the judge’s attention in the show ring, and 
the winnings of the Mt. Pleasant Holsteins in major 
shows prove that this objective was obtained. The third 
was popularity of the blood lines. Those families most 
favorably accepted were sought. In this respect, how- 
ever, it may be said that the career of Iowana Ona Ollie 
himself has done as much to popularize the strain from 
which he sprang as any individual that preceded him.

test for the five records of 3.8%, which is the highest aver- 
age for fat ever turned out by any cow in the United States 
of any age or breed five records under semi-official or offi- 
cial supervision. 

Although she was not tested in three of her lactations, 
private records of her production were kept at State 
School and Home, Redfield, S. D., where she was born and 
where her entire life was spent, and these records show 
that in just short of ten years she produced a total of 
207,139.7 lbs. milk containing over 8,000 lbs. fat. Of course 
no records are available for accurate comparison, but we 
are inclined to doubt if any other cow of any breed ever 
averaged better than 20,000 lbs. of 4% milk a year for ten 
consecutive calendar years; and we would be glad to have 
anybody tell us if any other cow of any breed ever dropped 
twelve calves within a period of nine calendar years, to 
say nothing about performing both such feats simultane- 
ously. 

Redfield Segis Johanna should also get credit for found- 
ing a great high testing family. Not only is her own test 
right at 4% for her lifetime and 3.8% for her five A. R. 
S. O. records, but her six daughters that have been tested 
show an average of 3.9% for their best records, and her 
only living son, Redfield Segis Laura Piebe Lad, already 
has several daughters that test 4% for the year and the 
other mostly test from 3.6 to 3.9%. 

The records of her six oldest daughters appear in tabu- 
lar form under her picture. She also has a seventh daugh- 
ter, coming two years old this fall, sired by Sir Triune 
Pansy, that is considered a wonderful prospect by James 
Daugherty, the Redfield herdsman, who also writes that 
Redfield Segis Johanna 6th, twin daughter to the 924-lb. 
fat producer, is expected to make a much higher record 
next time. which is likely to add still further honors to the 
Redfield Segis Johanna family.

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New England at Quon-quont 


One of the finest and best attended 
field days in the history of the New 
England States Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation was held at Quon-Quont 
Stock Farm, Whately, Mass., on Satur- 
day, August 5. Upwards of one thou- 
sand Holstein breeders, their families 
and friends enjoyed this occasion, 
every New England State being well 
represented and with quite a number 
from New York and other states. The 
owner, Mr. F. U. Wells and his herd 
superintendent, Hugh Morrill had 
everything in apple pie order for the 
inspection of the visitors, the cattle 
barns painted snow white inside and 
out and with perhaps a dozen atten- 
dants in spotless white uniforms to 
show the crowds through the barns 
and answer the thousands of questions 
asked by the visitors regarding the 
many splendid representatives of the 
yreed which make up one of the finest 
breeding herds in the East, consisting 
of 100 registered Holsteins. Certi- 
fied milk from this herd is retailed 
in all of the principal cities and towns 
of the Connecticut Valley between 
Springfield and Deerfield, using large 
white trucks each one decorated with 
a large picture of the True Type Hol- 
stein cow, in colors. They also oper- 
ate one or the finest roadside mar- 
<ets in the country which being 
ym U. S. Highway No. 5, about 
twelve miles from the eastern end of 
the world famous Mohawk Trail, does 
a tremendous tourist business in 
milk, ice cream, butter, eggs and other 
products of Quon-quont. 


In their modern bull paddocks were 
seen four herd sires. Abegweit Pluto, 
Sir Model Star, Quon-quont Sir Mod- 
ast. and King Colantha Vander Lei 
4th. Daughters of these sires, as well 
as other members of the herd, were 
identified by cards over each stall. 

After the inspection of the herd and 
barns, a guessing contest was con- 
ducted by the Association’s field re- 
presentative, Allen Crissey, who all 
day shared with Mr. Wells and Hugh 
Morrill the distinction of being the 
busiest man on the grounds. Lulu 
Korndyke Montrose, one of the foun- 
dation cows of the herd was led out 
before the crowd and the announce- 
ment was made that she produced last 
year on semi-official test 24,788 Ibs. 
milk. She was described as having 
freshened again on June 2 and the 
visitors were asked to guess her milk 
production for the month of July. The 
prize was won by Mrs. E. P. West, 
Hadley, Mass., with a guess of 2,723.5 
lbs. which was just half a pound 
higher than the actual production. 


Picnic lunches were then spread on 
the beautifully shaded, gently sloping 
lawn in front of the Wells’ residence, 
with a bottle of ice cold Quon-quont 
certified milk and a generous scoop of 
Quon-quont ice cream for each guest. 
This was followed by a live stock pa- 
rade, headed by Bay State Renown, 
a registered Percheron stallion, fol- 
lowed by a string of fine Percheron 
yrood mares and horses used in doing 
the work of the farm. The cattle sec- 
tion of the parade was headed by 
Abegweit Pluto 14th, one of the great- 
est prize winning sons of the senior 
sire. He is now owned by Warner 
Thomas & Sons, Brattleboro, Vt., and 


was proudly led by one of the sons. 
Iollowing him in line were female 
members of the herd of assorted ages 
irom aged cows down to heifer calves, 
a bull calf led by Fred Nichols of 
Osborndale Farm bringing up the rear. 
As each animal passed in front of the 
“reviewing stand”, Hugh Morrill gave 
a brief outline of the breeding and 
accomplishments of each for the bene- 
fit of the guests, while Dr. Franklin 
N. Strickland of Rhode Island _oper- 
ated his movie camera. 

The crowd then adjourned to a 
large tent where chairs had been 
placed in front of the speaker’s plat- 
form. Here Mr. Wells extended a 
brief but hearty welcome to his guests 
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and turned the meeting over to Myron 
Peabody, for many years president of 
the New England Association, who 
after fitting remarks, introduced James 
G. (Jimmy) Watson, editor of New 
England Homestead, who in turn, in- 
troduced the speaker of the day, A. J. 
Glover, newly elected president of the 
National Association. 


President Glover spoke on his fa- 
vorite subject, the need for increased 
testing and the proving of sires. He 
spoke of the progress that has been 
made in production testing during 
the past half century and urged breed- 
ers to value large Advanced Registry 
records in terms of year after year 
every day production. He made a 
strong appeal for increased use of the 
Herd Test, believing that it is only by

The annual field day of the New 
Jersey Holstein-Friesian Association 
at Essex County Hospital, August 9, 
afforded the breeders of New Jersey 
and other Eastern states a wonderful 
opportunity to see what Mark Keeney 
has accomplished in his ten years at 
Overbrook in the way of herd build- 
ing by a constructive breeding plan. 
The arrangements for such an affair 
could not have been better, the set- 
ting was ideal and the weather per- 
fect; the speaking program short but 
full of meat and the judging contest 
of unusual interest. In fact, the 
only regret that anyone could have 
in connection with the whole affair 
was that more breeders could not 
have found it possible to be present 
to enjoy the day and to profit by the 
educational features which were 
brought out so well. 

Tables and chairs had been placed 
on one of the spacious lawns of the 
beautiful hospital grounds, where 
picnic baskets were opened and sup- 
plemented with milk, coffee, iced tea 
and ice cream furnished by the hosts. 
Shortly after lunch music by the hos- 
pital orchestra attracted the crowd 
to the large gymnasium nearby where 
the speaking program was enjoyed. 

Peter P. Van Nuys, president of the 
New Jersey Association opened the 
program by introducing Mr. Zenas 
Crane, Director of the Board of Free- 
holders of Essex County, who extend- 
ed a cordial welcome to the guests 
and expressed the pride which the 
freeholders feel in their splendid Hol- 
stein herd. Bill Prescott of the World 
gave a short talk on some of the im- 
portant accomplishments of the Over- 
brook herd which was the leading 
Honor List herd of the country last 
year and which has' been well-up 
among the leaders every year for the 
past half dozen years or more. 


The main address of the day was 
given by President A. J. Glover of the 
National Association, who is devoting 
the month of August to a tour through 
as many as possible of the leading 
Holstein states of the country where 
he is meeting the breeders and sound- 
ing the keynote of the program he is 
planning for the further advancement 
of the breed, which is the encourage- 
ment of further testing in Herd Im- 
provement Registry and the _ con- 
sequent proving of sires. Although 


appreciating the progress the breed 


has made through Advanced Registry 
testing, he believes that continued 
further progress requires more mass 
testing by more and more breeders 
year after year. President Glover also 
paid a glowing tribute to Mark 
Keeney for his work as a breeder, stat- 
ing that he has seldom if ever been 
in a herd of this’ size that showed 
more evidence of constructive breed- 
ing effort and thought. 

Mark Keeney, himself, wound up 
the program by inviting all present 
to adjourn to the dairy barns and 
participate in the judging contest 
which had been arranged. 

While many of the ladies of the 
party were enjoying a tour in inspec- 
tion of the hospital buildings, which 
compare favorably with almost any 


state institution of the kind in the 
country, the balance of the crowd 
drove down to the barns and the 


judging contest soon got under way. 
Seven groups of Get of Sire and six 
pairs of Produce of Dam had been 
arranged in the barn, with an empty 
stall between each group and with a 
placard behind each group telling 
just what the group contained. The 
Gets had been assorted by ages, with 
three Gets by King Sweet, two Bell 
Farm Suzone, one by North Star Jim 
Dandy and one by a former herd sire, 
Prince Riverside Hartog Ormsby. The 
Produce groups were all mature cows 
with the exception of one pair of heif- 
ers of milking age, and all animals in 
the contest were bred at Overbrook 
with the exception of one Produce 
group that had been purchased with 
their dam for foundation purposes 
years ago. The display would have 
done credit to the Get and Produce 
classes of any state fair, although 
the animals were mostly in dairy con- 
dition and not highly fitted for show. 
The animals were not led out to be 
judged but remained in their stalls 
while the crowd passed behind them 
and looked them over, somewhat on 
the order of the parish shows in the 
old country. 

Prof. J. W. Bartlett had placed the 
classes earlier in the day, placing two-

continuous testing and record keep- 
ing year after year of every animal 
in the herd that we can make real 
progress in proving our sires and im- 
proving the breed. He paid a fine 
tribute to Mount Hope Farm for the 


work that has been done their in 
improving production by scientific 
methods and urged New England 


breeders to follow these same prin- 
ciples in improving their own herds. 
He also recommended cutting out so 
far as possible the red tape and other 


‘estrictions which make the Herd 
Test difficult for the average 
dairymen, so that a much larger 


percentage of our breeders may be 
may be encouraged to take up this 
form of testing. In his forceful man- 
ner, lightened by flashes of humor, 
President Glover drove home a mes- 
sage that had in it plenty of food for 
thought for all who heard it. 

He was followed by Charles L. Black- 
man, a former field secretary with the 
New England Association and now in 
the Extension Department of Ohio 
State University, who spoke on the 
value of organization, local, state and 
national and stated that the three-fold 
function of our National Association 
should be registration, to keep the 
blood lines pure; advanced registra- 
tion to record production; and edu- 
cation of the members in better prac- 
tices in breeding. 


The meeting was then turned over 
to George F. Smith, president of the 
Massachusetts Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, who’ introduced Bill Pres- 
cott of the World, National Director 
T. E. Elder, National Secretary Hough- 
ton Seaverns and Field Representa- 
tive Allen N. Crissey, who all spoke 
briefly.

Alcartra 60265 CHB. She was bred 
by Dennis Calnan, Grafton, Ontario. 
During the lactation period just 
completed, she had fourteen official 
test periods of which one was a spe- 
cial check test. Ten supervisors 
were employed in the conduct of the 
test. Her production of, 1,105.5 lbs. 
fat makes her the 192nd Holstein- 
Friesian cow to produce more than 
1,000 lbs. fat and the 142nd cow to 
produce more than 30.000 Ibs. milk. 
She holds thirtieth place among 
cows producing 1,000 lbs. fat. 

Her record is the largest of the 
nine 1,000-lb. fat records that have 
been made at Yates Farms in the 
history of this great breeding estab- 
lishment. She is one of many great 
Canadian Holsteins that Mr. Yates 
has purchased in the past ten years 
or so, picking them up in a rather 
undeveloped state and bring them to 
his farms to be developed into tre- 
mendous producers. Her sire is a 
grandson of King Segis Walker and 
May Walker Champion, the latter a 
great transmitting full brother to 
May Echo Sylvia. Her dam is an 
untested granddaughter of King 
Segis Alcartra Spofford and Count 
Posch. A picture of Lena Alcartra 
Segis appears in our Picture Gallery 
this week. 
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Get of “Suzone” sixth, and the mature 
Get of “Prince Riverside” seventh, 
these last being grand old dairy cows 
but several of them with udders 
showing somewhat their many years 
of heavy production. 


In the Produce class, Prof. Bartlett 
gave first to a grand old pair out of 
Speckled Segis, New Jersey champion 
milk producer, with 30,297 lbs. con- 
taining 1,044 lbs. fat. In second place 
he had two great producing daughters 
of Chesney Belle Sweet, the third 
went to a pair out of Essex Ona 
Ormsby and by King Sweet. Fourth 
went to the two heifers out of “Lucky 
Belle’, who was herself a member of 
the second prize group, and fifth to 
the great producing pair out of Frinda- 
ella Elkindale Ormsby, this being the 
only pair not bred at Overbrook. In 
last place was a pair of really re- 
markable dairy cows, daughters of 
Chesney Pontiac Lothian by King 
Sweet—great cows but too old to 
show to best advantage with younger 
cows. 

Many took part in the contest, which 
was won by Roland Simmons, Ham- 
burg, N. J., one of New Jersey’s best 
known Calf Club boys and in fact the 
4-H representative on the Board of 
Directors of the State Holstein As- 
sociation. He received a prize of five 
dollars for his fine work as a judge 
in this most constructive and educa- 
tional contest. 


In a corner stall of the barn in 
which the contest was held stood 
Essex Korndyke Sweet, Reserve All- 
American two-year-old 1930, with one 
of her yearling twin daughters by 
“Suzone”. In the opposite corner 
was Speckled Segis with her yearling 
daughter. Speckled Segis, as already 
mentioned, is the New Jersey Cham- 
pion milk producer with well over 
30,000 lbs. and having a lifetime rec- 
ord of over 167,000 lbs. milk. When the 
old cow was led out in the yard with 
her 3 daughters—including the first 
prize Produce in the judging contest— 
and several granddaughters and great 
granddaughters, the family made a 
wonderful display. 


Practically everyone visited the bull 
paddocks, where the senior sire, King 
Sweet, was the center of interest. At 
fourteen years old he carries himself 
like a youngster, his only sign of old 
age being his gray hair, and he is still 
getting his share of the service. On 
the walls of his paddock Mark Keeney 
had written in chalk many interest- 
ing facts about him, and had also 
tacked up a sheet giving his entire 
list of 48 A. R. S. O. daughters with 
their records in four columns, the 
first column giving their actual rec- 
ords with age and classification, the 
second column the same records ad- 
justed to maturity in Class C, the 
third in Class B and the fourth in 
Class A. It was interesting to note 
that the 48 records adjusted to mature 
equivalent averaged over 600 lbs. fat 
in Class C. over 720 lbs. fat in Class 
B and over 857 Ibs. fat in Class A, at 
least six of them having the equiva- 
lent of 1000 Ibs. fat in Class A at full 
age. 

A little farther along was another 
pair of bull paddocks containing Bell 
Farm Suzone and North Star Jim 
Dandy, the bulls that are being cross- 
ed on the Sweets.

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The New England Conference 


President A. J. Glover was the 
guest of the New England States 
Holstein-Friesian Association at a 
dinner at Hotel Northampton, Nor- 
thampton, Mass., Saturday evening, 
August 5, following the field day at 
Quon-quont. After the dinner, 
President Glover presided at a con- 
ference on National Association 
problems, in which officers and 
directors of the New England Asso- 
ciation took part. 

The conference was opened by 
President Glover who went into the 
question of the need of mass test- 
ing and sire proving more deeply 
than he had cared to do in his pub- 
lic address in the afternoon. He 
showed the pictures of the eleven 
Guernsey sires that have been in use 
in the past thirty odd years at the 
Hoard’s Dairyman Farm, and 
pointed out the lack of progress 
that has been made in this herd, in 
spite of careful selection of sires on 


the basis of the ‘old fashioned’”’ 
pedigrees and Advanced Registry 
records. He also referred briefly to 


a number of Holstein breeders that 
some years ago were on the crest of 
the wave, but that now, through the 
use of high record sires that could 
not transmit the production back of 
them, were either out of, business 
entirely or apparently on their way 
out. He believes that far from be- 
ing discouraged over such a state of 
affairs, we should recognize the way 
out, which is increased use of the 
Herd Test, year after year by a 
greater percentage of our breeders, 
particularly those who are furnish- 
ing herd sires and seed stock to the 
Holstein dairymen of the country, 
pointing to the success Denmark has 
had in raising the average produc- 
tion of the breed by a national pro- 
gram of mass testing. 

Every man and woman present 


was then asked for his or her opin- 
ion as to the course the National As- 
sociation should adopt and some 
good ideas were brought out by the 
various speakers, practically all of 
whom were agreed as to the im- 
portance of more testing. Several 
suggested that the Association 
should take steps either to reward 
those breeders who enter the Herd 
Improvement Registry or to penalize 
those who do not. Among those 
who spoke along this line but with- 
out making any definite recommen- 
dations for action were V. S. Culver, 


President of the New Hampshire 
Association; George Smith, Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Associa- 


tion; Orin Thomas, President of the 
Vermont Association; Harold Shaw 
of Maine, Secretary of the New Eng- 
land Association, and T. E. Elder of 


Massachusetts, Director of the Na- 
tional Association. 
Secretary Houghton Seaverns of 


the National Association brought out 
the first concrete plan, when he sug- 
gested that the president call a 
meeting of the Board of Directors 
and lay the situation before them 
in the same way he had just pre- 
sented it to this conference, and 
secure their approval for a cam- 
paign of education, which would in- 
clude a comprehensive bulletin on 
the subject to be sent to all mem- 
bers of the National Association, and 
field men, specially trained by Presi- 
dent Glover to carry the message to 
breeders all over the country. 
Myron Peabody, President of the 
New England Association, brought 
up the point that such a campaign 
might bring a good many breeders 
into the Herd Test the first year, 
but that the big difficulty would be 
to keep them there until the pro- 
gram had proceeded far enough to 
do the breed any particular good.

F. U. Wells explained the Quon- 
quont method of proving sires by 
testing in Advanced Registry all 
daughters of their sires and outlined 
some of the accomplishments of his 
herd along this line. Wm. A. Pres- 


cott of the World warned against 
letting the campaign of, education 
develop into a ‘whirlwind cam- 


paign’’ and suggested that the Asso- 
ciation proceed slowly and_ surely 
along the lines advocated by Presi- 
dent Glover rather than to attempt 
to cover too much ground in a single 
year. 


Dr. Franklin N. Strickland of 
Rhode Island injected a new note 
into the conference when he gave 


his opinion that the big job of the 
National Association should be the 
advertising of Holstein milk, rather 
than increased production, and 
asked what it would profit the Hol- 
stein breeder to make more milk if 
he has no market for it. He be- 
lieved that if a modest advertising 
campaign could be started to tell 
the consuming public of the value 
of Holstein milk a better market 
would result and our other’ prob- 
lems would pretty much take care 
of themselves. Allen Crissey, Exten- 
sion Representative, seconded Dr. 
Strickland’s remarks and_ pointed 
out a number of instances where 
Holstein breeders with retail mar- 
kets in eastern cities were compelled 
to put in a good percentage of yel- 
low cows. This was apparently a 
new idea to Mr. Glover, who stated 
that no such problem existed to any 
appreciable extent in the West. 


Mrs. W. S. Kellogg, President of 
the Connecticut Association, was 
the final speaker. She took occa- 


sion to warn the Association against 
tearing down what has alreacy been 
built up and destroying public con- 
fidence in Advanced Registry records 
in the new enthusiasm for the Herd 
Test. She advocated the populariz- 
ing of Holstein milk not only by 
such advertising as we can afford 
but also in our conversations with 
milk consumers. She suggested 
that Holstein breeders drop their 
apologetic attitude toward their 
product and remarked that she 
hoped some time to have the pleas- 
ure of attending a Holstein meeting 
where everybody was as enthusias- 
tic a booster for Holsteins and their 
product as the Jersey breeders al- 
ways are for their own breed. 

Altogether the New England con- 
ference was a constructive study of 
a subject that needs attention right 
now, and the various discussions 
brought out much of value. Similar 
conferences were held by President 
Glover with Holstein leaders at 
Somerville, N. J., on August 7 and 
at Baltimore, Md., on August 8.

She was tested first as a junior two-year-old and produced 20,145.1 lbs. milk, 3.5 per cent fat 
and 701.7 lbs. fat in 365 days. Tested again at the age of 3 years, 8 months, 7 days, she was credited with 26,873.9 lbs. milk, 
average per cent fat 3.6 and 957.4 Ibs. fat in 365 days. During the lactation period just completed, she had 22 official test periods 
of which 6 were retests and 3 were out-of-state check tests and one a constant watch test conducted by two supervisors from 
Minnesota. Her production of 1,208.6 lbs. fat makes her the 189th Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more than 1,000 Ibs. fat and 
the 140th cow to produce more than 30,000 lbs. milk.
